Culberson 
kSays Lorimer 
Is A Grafter 


Facets in C ase Dead 
‘ A gainst “Blonde 
B o ss.” 


Washington. Feb. 21.—Comment­ 
ing on the Lorimer case and stating 
his attitude in the matter Senator 
Culberson said to the correspondent 
of the News today: 
“ I have carefully read and con­ 
sidered the entire testimony in the 
Lorimer case. It satisfies me that 
his election was brought about by 
bribery and corruption of the most 
fiagrant character, and consequently 
I 
shall support 
the 
resolution 
which declares the election fllegal 
and void. 
“ When the charges of bribery and 
corruption were first, mooted, mem­ 
bers of the Illinois Legislature who 
were implicated begun at once to 
manufacture testimony In rebuttal. 
Among other things they denied un­ 
der oath that they were in St. Louis 
when the money was paid them. This 
denial was completely over-thrown 
by signatures in the register of the 
Southern Hotel in St. 
Louis and 
other testimony which is now admit­ 
ted to be true. Letters dated back a 
year were then written to create the 
belief that the meeting in St. Louis 
was for the purpose of arranging a 
banquet and not to divide the cor­ 
ruption fund. 
“ Throughout the investigation by 
the Senate subcommittee counsel for 
Senaler i*oimer interposed objections 
to testimony, particularly as to the 
corrupt “jackpot” 
fund, which I 
think bore directly upon the question 
at issue, and Senator I.jorimer failed 
to avail himself of his right lo testi­ 
fy in toe case, subject to cross-ex­ 
amination; although bis election was 
openly charged to have resulted from 
promises of patronage and the pay­ 
ment of the money. Under all the 
circumstances this attempt by the 
Illinois Legislature to manufacture 
testimony, and this action of Senator 
Lorimer and his counsel raise a dis­ 
tinctly unfavorable presumption at 
the outset.” 
“ Following this, the 
direct and 
affirmative testimony convences 
me 
that bribery and corruptioa 
were 
practiced in the election. There has 
been no attempt to deny that Mr. 
Lorimer promised bis influeDce in 
the matter of postoffice patronage in 
at least one case in consideration 
that a legislator would vote for him. 
There was much positive testimony 
that act'val bribery was attempted in 
some cases without success, and in 
other eases that bribery 
was fully 
accomplished by which from seven to 
eleven votes were corrupted. This 
affirmative testimony of legislators 
was corroborated in material re­ 
spects by oontemporance and physi­ 
cal facts not susceptible of being in­ 
vented or fabricated for the occasion.

New York Caplta|sts^Will 
Finance New lailroad Line 
& 


E astern Representative L o o k i» 
O ver th e F ield-W ork 
on Road Pushed 


R. F. Mitchell, President of the 
Chicago, 
Weatherford & 
Brazos 
Valley railroad, Mr. True*, Chief 
engineer, and G, T. W Is well of New 
York spent part of Wednesday and 
Thursday in BrldgwJ^rt. For weeks 
past rumors and 
counter rumors 
have been filling the air in reference 
to the work, or lack of work, on the 
proposed new road. 
These gentlemen were here on rail­ 
road business, and during their stay 
the writer learned some things which 
leads him to believe that by June the 
first, of this year 
Bridgeport will 
have a new railroad. Mr. Wlswell 
is representing some New York capi­ 
tal and is investigating tho proposed 
line with the expectation of placing 
sufficient money In it to greatly in­ 
crease the rapidity wlkh which it w|U, 
be finished. It was learned definite­ 
ly that the road would bo built, how­ 
ever, whether the New Yorkers fin­ 
anced it or not. lf tho parties rep* 
resented by Mr. WUwell take hold of 
the road it will undoubtedly, ac­ 
cording, to him, be built from Gain­ 
esville to Brownwood; If not, then 
the present promoters djclare their 
Intention and al>i)lt.v to carry out 
their original conlract and complete 
it from Weatherford, via Bridge­ 
port to Cainsville. 
Ten railes of the grade from Weath­ 
erford is completed. The ties and 
steel are now at Weatherford and 
will bo laid as rapidly as possible. 
When this is done bonds will he Is- 
svisd to the amount of $240,000 on 
that ten miles of finished road, be­ 
sides which a bonus of $49,001 will be 
collected, giving to the company 
$280,000 with which to coctinue their 
work. This amount ought to go a 
long way toward putting trains In 
operation to this place. 
More strlnkingly true does this ap­ 
pear when we take into considera­ 
tion the fact that on all work up to 
date the company has been at an ex­ 
tra expence of only $190,000, and the 
grade from Weatherford to Bridge­ 
port, according to Chief Engineer 
Trueax Is 85 per cent finished. There 


are now ten railes of grade out of 
Weatherford finished and ready for 
ties and steel, sixteen miles more al­ 
most finished, anti very light grad­ 
ing to do on the rest of the route. 
In explanation of the fact thai 
some of the men working on the grado 
had quite work, these officials stated 
that the contracts has been let i» 
some instances to man inexperlenoad 
in railroad grading, that these had 
money and caused the oonstructioe 
company had caused them to atop 
work in order to save itself and the 
coqtractors. There are ninety teams, 
however,—fifty of them belonging to 
the coolpany; and twenty belonging 
to each of two men, which have bees 
working frtjin the first and have not 
lost a day. Not later than March 
these teams will be here al 
Bridgeport preparing the grade for 
steel. 
Mr. Wisweil, as above stated, ie 
from New York, and representing 
capitalists of that city who are figur­ 
ing on putting money In this road. 
The gentlemen traveled by auto from 
Weatherford hen? along the route of 
the road, and is most enthusiastic In 
his praise of the territory. Coming 
as he did direct from the North he 
was greatly surprised at the warm 
weather here. The condition of the 
country along the road he traveled 
leads him to lielleve that the road 
cannot fail to be a financial suocesa. 
He found the fanpers ail busy, a 
rich, fertile section of country al­ 
ready plowed and ready for the new 
crop, fruit trees in bloom, gardem 
growing and ait along the road fal^ 
sleek stock; lo fact, It looked to him 
like 
i>erpetual spring. 
lieaching 
bere he took pains to investigate all 
natural resources, and is convinced 
that our output of coal can easily be 
Increased five-fold, while the brick 
production can be increased to such 
an extent as only to be limited by 
the demand. He seems highly plea*- 
Ad and no doubt his report will be 
most favorable for Bridgeport and 
thee.

Lewis Cabell, aflfeclionatety known to 
bls comrades as Old Tige famous Con­ 
federate veteran, died suddenly to­ 
night at the residence of his daughter 
Mrs. J. C< Muse in this city.

Austin, Texas: Last week the Katy 
Texas Central consolidated bill, with­ 
out any amendments or riders what­

House committee 
on common 
car­ 
riers. 
There was no opposition ex­ 
pressed then, and none 
has 
been 
heard by the committee at all as to 
the bill itself. 
Messrs. Byrne and Nickels of Hill, 
however, urged 
to the 
committee 
amendments providing that the Katy 
shops should toe maintained at their 
present approximate extent, at Smith­ 
ville and Hillsboro. 
The committee 
refused both of these amendments.- 


TO RECLAIM RED RIVER LANDS 


A Movement In Texarkana 
Section 
Crystalizes 
Texarkana: 
W. J. Jfiathron, an en­ 
gineer from the United States Agricul­ 
tural Department, has arrived from 
Washington, having been detailed to 
make a preliminary survey of cer­ 
tain overflowed lands (about 170,000 
acres) in Red River bottoms, which 
it la proposed by a number of public- 
spirited citizens of Texarkana and vi­ 
cinity to reclaim and make tillable by 
levees and a drainage system. 
A bill creating a levee district of 
the territory to be reclaimed is now 
pending In the Arkansas legislature 
at Little Rock, and if it passes the 
sum of $300,000 will be raised by a 
levee tax to put the project in ef­ 
fect. 
It is practically certain that in the 
event the movement is successful In 
Arkansas the people on 
the Texas 
side will take similar action to re­ 
claim large bodies of bottom lands 
in Texas and lying just west of and 
adjoining the lands to toe reclaimed 
by Arkansas. 


Austin, Fob. 
2 1 —Concerning 
the 
bill which he introduced to author­ 
ize the sale of the Stat# railroad, 
running from Rusk to Palestine, a dis­ 
tance of thirty-two miles, which road 
was completed under an act of the 
Thirty-First legislature, Senator Hen­ 
ry B. Terrell of Mcl/ennan says: 
“It will toe remembered that that 
act made it tho duty of the peniten­ 
tiary board to dispose of the proper­ 
ty upon the completion of the line, 
but, as the project was one of Ex- 
Gov. Campbell’s pet schemes, no ef­ 
fort. was ever made, so far as I am 
advised, to dispose of this property, 
operated at considerable loss. 
“The recent report of the auditor 
of the system shows that this line 
of railroad, which cost the people of 
Texas fully $500,000, is being operated 
at a loss of several thousand dollars 
per month, and Gov. Colquitt, in his 
recent message, 
recommended 
the 
sale or lease of the property, and that 
some action be taken immediately. 
“Under the provisions of this bill 
it is made the duty of the Prison Com­ 
missioners and the Raifroad Commis 
Bion of Texas to place a minimum 
price on this property, taking into con 
sideration the condition of the road 
aud all of its equipment*, and it* 
value to the ©tate under ©tate man­ 
agement, operation and control. 
“The Penitentiary 
Commissioners 
are then authorized to sell this prop 
erty, and it i.s made their duty te 
make an honest and faithful inquiry 
to find and procure a purchaser of 
said railroad. 
“Provision is also made in the WU 
that if sold or leased to any railway 
company now owning or operating 
a line in 
Texas it may operate this 
property In connection therewith and1 
under the same supervision.’*

The Governor has issued 
a lengthy and thoroughly comprehen­ 
sive message treating of the State

nancial, material and physical or per­ 
sonal management of the penal Insti­ 
tution of the State. His recommenda­ 
tions cover many features, and have 
the ring of genuine soundness.

rather than punishment of the unfor­ 
tunate prisoners.

cross the Texas & Pacific at Odes­ 
sa, and from there north 
through 
Shafter Lake and Seminole, and will 
cross the Santa Fe at or near Tex­ 
ico. 
Seminole raised and donated a 
bonus of $100,OOO to be paid when it 
reaches here, except $10,000, which Is 
to be paid for the northern connec­ 
tion. 
Work will begin at an early 
date at Odessa and will be pushed tq 
completion. 


Big Panhandle Cotton Deal.

P. C. Staley has sold to 
a cotton firm in Fort Worth, 3,600 
bales of cotton for $260,000.

gle check was given for the

amount, the deal passing through a 
National bank of Vernon.

Every bale of 
this cotton was grown and marketed 
in Wilbarger County, and it all goes 
to foreign points. 
The Fort Worth 
bank on which the check was drawn 
stated that it was the largest check 
that ever passed through the Port 
Worth clearing house.

Form finger shapes not 
too close together, as they spread, and 
bake in a moderate oven until a deli­ 
cate brown. 
For an almond cake, beat to a cream 
three ounces of butter and half 
a 
pound of soft A sugar, then add grad­ 
ually half a pint of milk and enough 
flour to make a light dough. 
Stir in 
a quarter of a pound of blanched and 
minced almonds, lightly floured. 
Put 
on a floured board, roll about a quar­ 
ter of an inch thick, and cut into dia­ 
monds and squares. 
Almond macaroons are made by 
beating the whites of three eggs to a 
stiff froth, then stirring in half 
a 
pound of confectioner’s sugar and the 
strained juice of half a lemon, and 
last half a pound of ground almonds. 
Put paper on a flat baking sheet, drop 
the mixture on by teaspoonfuls, and 
bake in a quick oven until a light 
brown. 
Little German caraway cakes are
